» The “Leung Kwong” inquest was 
resumed at the Central Magistracy 
at noon to-day, when - 
Wilson of the ill-fated vessel was 
recalled, © f 

-The:Captain said in reply td Mr. 
Hall Brutton that he” had never 
given any orders to the No, 1 Guard 
about, locking the grilles over the 
lower deck and the cargo ports, 
The witness handed the keys to the 
No, 1 when the No. 1 joined the ship 
and had never seen them aghin or 
had he ever asked for them. There 
were altogether three or four keys. 
He (the Captain) was never toid by 
anyone to lock the lower grilles and 
cargo ports, and the keys for these 
grilles were never taken from the 
witness, : . 

Replying to the Coroner the Cap- 

tain said that he first took charge 
of the “Leung Kwong” gbout six 
years ago, He never heard or knew 
anything about the new Anti-Piracy 
Regulations which came into force 
in 1914, He had only heard about 
them since.. 
_ The Coroner: You don't think it 
is your duty as master of the ship 
to enquire about the new regula- 
tions?—The Captain replied that 
had he known they existed he would 
certainly have enquired about them. 
Had he known about the regulations 
he certainly would not have allow- 
ed the lower grilles to be ‘locked. 
The witness added that it had al. 
ways been against his ‘conscience to 
lock these’ grilles, * - ; 

Answering another question as to 
how the No. 1 Guard ‘would ‘knaw 
what to do if he did not instruct 
him, Captain Wilson: said that he 
believed the Guard had received in- 
atructiong from the police a3 to his 
duties, 

He was under your control?— 
Yes, but I never gave him any in- 
structions with regard. to. the lock- 
ing of the grilles, : 

Thia fhe Coroner said was al) the 
useful evidence ‘that could’ be ‘pro- 
duced at the inquest. He had 
thought that it would have been 
possible to obtain some materia) 
evidence from one of the officers of 


‘the a.s. “Kwong Fook Cheong” but 


had since ascertained that that 
officer claimed that his ship was a 
mile away at the time of the acci- 
dent, and therefore he was unable 
to say anything that would help the 
jury. om 9 : 
The Coroner then proceeded to 


{address the jury on the evidence be- 


fore them as given by the various 
witnesses immediately concerned in 
the ‘collision, and also dealt with 
the law on the poiat of returning 
& verdict of manslaughter. on any 
person of persons, - 

After warning the jury that any 
knowledge which they might have 
about the finding of the Marine 
Court of Inquiry must be put out 
of their minds and not under any 
circumstances be taken into con- 
sideration for the purpose of the 
inquest, Mr, Lindsell proceeded to 
deal with the verdict of “deati by 
misadventure,” and said that it was 
open to the jury if they returned 
such a verdict to add any rider 
which they thought necessary from 
the’ evidence they had heard. 

The inquest was then adjourned 
until noon on Saturday next for the 
jury to consider their-verdict in the 
meantime. ‘ :

‘DEVELOPMENTS OVER 25 
YEARS. :

- Foreign trade, because it dis- 
poses of a country’s surplus pro- 
duction, has always been the com- 
mercial salvation of every nation 
since: the days when the daring 
merchantmen of, Tyre decided to 
seek markets for their goods in the 
countries , which lay across the 
Mediterranean, ' 

_ To-day, the United States, be: 
cause of its highly systematized 
method of mass production, is un- 
queationably setting the pace in 
the manufacture of all manner of 
commodities, 

But what of the distribution of 
these articles in foreign lands? 

Unfortunately, I all too fre- 
quently find that there ia a tendency 
on the part of many aales executives 
to be wholly content with domestic 
consumption. Whén queried re- 
[garding their apathy for foreign 
trade, these gentlemen explain that 
they feel that their wares cannot 
be adapted to the requirements of- 
people who are ignorant of the 
American standard of living. 

- Personal observation, particularly 
in countries: of the Far East, 
where the awakening of modern 
civilisation has. been slow, has 
proved to me that there are markets 
of undrenmed-of size and depend- 
ability awaiting our merchants if 
they will go out and patiently deve- 
op a demand for their products. 

Sardine, Surprise, 

To prove that’ I am not unduly 
optimistic, I will relate briefly the 
conversation which has taken place 
more than onee when | encounter 
un American manufacturer whd 
regards the limitless miarkets of 
the Far East with timidity, When 
1 discover that he-fails to be im- 
pressed with my remarks on the 


subject, I abruptly ask him a 
question: 
“When did you last eat sardines?” 


Surprise invariably sweeps over 
the face of the man I have ad- 
dressed, then he looks puzzled. 
What possible interest van I ~have 
in his diet when I have just heen 


\propounding the value of foreign 
trade? As likely as not, he will 
reply; 


ply + : 

“Well, I really can’t remember, 
Sardines—let me see—think I ate 
some at a picnic last summer.” 

Excepting an answer of this sort, 

lam ready with figures—figures of 
deep significance because they dis- 
close the vastness of the buying 
power: of the markets of the Far 
East. 
“Quite true,” tell him, “You, 
and a few million other Americans, 
eat sardines on, an. average of 
about once a year, That is why 
Pacifie const canners operated on 
such a small scale for many years 
But out in such countries as Malay, 
and Java, and Burma, and India, 
over eighty-four million cans of 
this fish are eagerly consumed each 
year—the same kind of fish that is 
served by American housewives at 
more or lesa Irregular intervals— 
and those Orientals would eat the 
contents of another eighty-four mil- 
lion cans if American packers could 
supply the demand!” 

This simple statement of fact 
never fails to impress. 

Bighty-four million cans of sar. 
dines! Humble and insignificant 
asthe sardine is in America—and 
Europe, for that: matter—it is re- 
garded’ as a great delicacy, a great 
luxury, by “Orientals, who, for all 
their poverty, spend a sum in 
excess of eleven million dollars 
annually to please their palates. 

The Weak Mind. 


Here, I think, is one of, the most 
encouraging examples of the vast 
distribution possible for an Ameri- 
can product—really, a-luxury to 
the buyers—among races of people 
who exist on unbelievably small 
sums of money. Consider that 
prior to, the advent of the, American 
sardine--mind you, it must be an 
American sardine, one of the large, 
meaty variety which are caught 


Jonly on the Pacific coast, and it 


must be smothered in tomato

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sauce—your Malay Mohammendan, 
Burmese Buddhist, and Bengali 
Hindu conformed to the religious 
restrictions of his faith by enting 
fish which had been freshly caught 
n comparatively short distance 
from the local bazaars; fish which 
could be purchased for such a 
small sum ‘of money that, it is 
difficult for us to conceive the re- 
duction of 2 cent to such fractions. 

Back of this widespread demand 
for sardines is a story which 
typifies’ what foresight and initin- 
tive on the ‘part of an export official 
connected with one of the fish- 
canning companies did in bringing 
ahout the sale of ‘fish in countries 
where fish were already bountifully' 
available at prices so small that 
they can searcely be calculated in 


American money: 


Twenty-five years ago this 
official made a trip to the Far East. 
In those days such a journey was 
considered only .from the sight- 
seeing angle by manufacturers. 
this man’s’ family, 
friends. and business associates 
thought his titnd was wakening 
when he set out for Japan, China, 
and the Philippines with the iden 
of developing trade ‘for eanned 
gonds.- Americans at that time 
knew very little about canned food, 
and Orientals knew: very little 
about anything that concerned 
America, This man realised that 
it would not be feasible for him to 
force his product immediately on

in the very amall villages, one 
tin. The majority of stores where 
the aardines are placed on gale are, 
to our Western. eyes, little more 
than bamboo-matting huts, which 
huddle by a jungle roadside or 
front on some swiftly flowing tropl- 
cal torrent, To these shops go 
natives in bright-coloured = gar- 
ments — Malays, Malny-Chinese, 
Burmese, Tamils, the Hindus and 
Mohammedans of a hundred, and 
more races of India; nut the coolies, 
mind you, for coolies live mainly 
on raw grains and occasionally 
rice curry; these people who.go to 
buy are the legion’of the lower 
middle-clusses—-tailors, cooks house 
boys, farmers, metal workers, ‘and 
a thousand other types of workers. 
Rarely, if ever, do they. buy more 
than a single fish! Not a single 
can—a. single’ fish! Sometimes 
they bargain for half, or x quarter 
of the delicacy, according to their 
affluence. On a large wet leaf, 
they accept the food of their choos- 
ing after it'has been covered with 
a-carefully measured amount of 
tomato sauce. A minute copper 
plece joins other minute copper 
pleces. in the shopkeeper's tin 
money box, and up the road strolls 
the contented purchaser, his cyes’ 
asparkle with the feast he is 
balancing on his upturned palm. 

In the cities better-class natives, 
such as merchants, office workers, 
brokers of jute, ten,"and rice, go to 
their favourite shops in the bazaar 
districts and order a can of) gar- 
dines, then collect a number of 
their friends and indulge in an 
impromptu: banquet. : ”

Trade Not Luck. 

So it goes. And all because a 
Man had four unwanted cases of. 
sardines’ in’ Manila . twenty-five, 
years ago. Those four cases at 
current market figures were then 
worth something in the neighbour- 
hood of twenty.-dollara—surely a 
smali investment for the founding 
of such n vaat export business. 

There are some people who will 
say that the growth of the sardine 
business was a matter of luck, I 
contend such is not the cnse—any 
more so.than the “success with 
which half a hundred other Amert- 
can products, have met with in the 
countries of the Far East, It must 
be borne in mind however, that this 
business hus come gradually during 
the past twenty-five years, in the 
face of terrific competition. Yet 
once’ -the natives were, convinced 
that the taste of American sardines 
were superior to any other fish they 
had ever enten, they promptly 
vetoed their home-caught variety. 

This is but another instance’of the 
importance of personal contact in 
foreign trade, Years of experience 
in doing my best to promote foreign 
trade prove that the yearly visits 
I make to various world centres, 
where I call upon business men who 
have interests kindred to mine, have 
done more than anything else to 
bring to pass the culmination of 
many of my idents. 
I, a man with more than fourscore 
birthdays to my credit, can_ still 
exert this amount of energy in be- 
half of my business, a few younger 
men ean do likewise, with the same 
results. : 


And surely, if |. 


Those of us who are in business 
on the Pacific coast are more keenly 
aware than ever of the. tremendous 
future that awaita exporters who 
are willing to enter into trade with 
the Far East. As'I have tried to 
show in this articl@, it is not the 
amount consumed by each buyer, 
nor the individual sum expended on 
an article that makes for succesa;

vehicles was his, and it was ‘only 
for the convenience of the Police 


that his name appeared on the re-{]. 


cords. The person actually respon- 
sible, he held, was. the lessee of the 
vehicle. Mr. Rowe stated that he 
had jn fact objected to his name 
being put on licences. His Company 
merely leased the taxicabs for ser- 
vice, and have nothing, more to do 
with them. They ,had nothing to 
do with the running of the taxis, 
and the drivers were not employed 


| by them, therefore they could not 


he responsiblé. The man who was 
in Court.the previous week, Mr, 
Rowe suggested, was the respon- 
sible party.

CAPTAIN & PASSENGERS HELD.

The Canton gunboat ‘Kong

funnelled gunboats built in Hong

The “Man On,” strange to say, 
was an old British man-o’-war, 
formerly | H.M.S, ' “Esk” or 
“Teed,” having been sold out of 
the Navy in Hong Kong some 25 
years ago. Formerly she was on 
the Hong Kong-Wuchow run, but 
since 1926 has been on -her pre- 
sentrun. . - . . a 

The “Taiming” arrived in Sam- 
shui in the early morning of June 
4. followed by the “Chung On,” 
and on’ receipt of the news ar- 
rangements were come to by 
which both vessels would remain 
until daybreak and then proceed 
in company for Hong Kong.
